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This is in response to the Request for Reconsideration of 
Petition Under 37 CFR 1.47(a), filed December 30, 2002. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) is GRANTED. 

The above-identified application was filed on April 25, 2001, 
without an executed oath or declaration. Accordingly, on June 
18, 2001", the Initial Patent Examination Division mailed a Notice 
to File Missing Parts of Nonprovisional Application. This Notice 
set a two month period for reply. 

In reply, applicant filed a petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) on 
February 12, 2002 and paid the surcharge for late filing of the 
declaration. To make timely this reply, applicant obtained a 
five month extension of time and included a Certificate of 
Mailing dated January 18, 2002. Applicant included a declaration 
signed by inventors Raymond Ng and Divesh Srivastava. The 
declaration lacked a signature from inventor Olga Kapitskaia. 

However, this petition was dismissed in a decision mailed on 
October 31, 2002.

The declaration filed February 12, 2002, and the petition have 
been reviewed and found to be in compliance with 37 CFR 1.47(a).
